Point Danger of Spoiled Food. 
The weather conditions. were of the kind 
that indirectly produce a high death rate 
among infants, because the heat seriously 
affects their foods if not properly cared for, 
a spoiled food produces the gastro-intes- 
tinal disturbances so fatal to young ¢hildren. 


This year, however, we have had a 


lower baby death rate than in other Julys 
that had similarly high temperatures, In 
July, 1897, the rate was 71 per 10,000 of the 
gross population; in July, 1901, it was 44 and 
this yéar it was 42. | 

We believe that the campaign which has 
been waged during the summer to save the 
babies has resulted at least in holding the 
death rate in check. 

At the close of the first seven months 
the year the total reported deaths in this og 
rumbered 20,062—1,992 more than were re- 
ported in the corresponding period of last 
year.

Sure Assassins ‘Were Watching. 

While refusing to make public the entire 
results of their investigations, the police 
profess to have established that Mr. Rice's 
movements were closely watched all of yes- 
terday evening and that when he ieft the 
Duclid club for his home assassins were lying 
in wait for him in at least three places. The 
stationing of a man in thé rear of the house 
showed that them were acquainted 
with Mr. Rice’s habits, as he frequently 


walked across the golf links and entered his 
home by the rear entrance, 

‘ Convinced that this theory is right and 
that the, murder was done in revenge for 
some real or fancied wrong, the dead man’s 
law partners, Judge E. J. Blandin and At- 
torney F. H. Ginn, -have united with J. B.

The wife as a rule asks divorce because of 
another attachment or tosatisfy the instincts 
of coquetry, but more frequently separates 
from ber husband because she and the chu 
dren must live and cannot count om him to 
bring home his wages. 

Says Divorces Are Too Cheap. 

A distinguished magistrate, asked the cause 
of the increase in divorces, replied that di- 
vorce was made too easy for the working 
classes. He said persons in easy circum- 
stances cannot obtain a divorce for less than 
an average of $590, but a workman by plead- 
ing poverty is given evefy facility gratis. 
He only risks his happiness and not money 
and on the slightest pretext does not hesi- 
tate to apply for a dissolution of marriage.

Papuan Festival Described. 

Dr. Marshall gives a graphic description 
of a Papuan village and a festival held by 
Papuans, Thesnen do not work. The women 
toi) like slaves, while the men loaf about, 
waiting for the women to find and cook their 
food. A few go naked. 5 
The women s costume consists of a small 
strip of bark. They were friendly too much 
so—and at the permanent camp at Wakatimi 
a paling had to be put up te keep them out. 
This, however, was not effective along the 
river bank, for they waded around it. 

The chief feature of the Papuan festival 
was the slaugMering of two boars. This was 
done by the women, who seized the huge 
animals, bound them up with rattan, and 
rubbed chalk into their eyes, apparently in 
order to blind them. Then the boars, on each 
of Which a man sat astride, were carried to 
an altar, to which they were tightly lashed. 


Ceremony of Slaughtering Boars. 

Then, amid much shouting, tanitaming, and 
fanatical displays, the boars were clubbed 
to death. As soon as life was extinct the 
women cut the carcasses free, and pulling 
them te the ground threw themeelves on the 
bodies, wailing loudly and plastering them- 
selves with wet mud. 

This continued some ten minutes, when the 
men, many of whom were covered with mud 
and uttered strange dirges, picked up the 
bodies, and, the whole assembly fdiowing 
suit, marched into the river, where a much 
needed washing took plece. The whole per- 
formance lasted about an hour and a halt. 

The afternoon was given over to innocent 
play, women and girle—many of them quite 
pretty—chasing the men up to tire riverside 
and into the water.

»| CAPITAL 5100000000 PLANNED | 


Institution with New York Headquarters 
and Branches in South and Central 
Americas Seems Assured. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 6.~-The establish- 
ment of a Pan-American bank, with head- 
quarters in New York city and branches 
in the principal cities of the South and Cen- 
tral American republics, is practically cer- 
tain in tne near future. 

With a capitalization gt probably $100,- 
000,000, and backed by the strongest finan- 
cial interests in the United States, the con- 
summation of this enterprise will, it is be- 
lieved, mark an epoch in the intercommer- 
eial relations of all the Americas. 

Up to the, present there have been rea- 
sons why strong financial interests in New 
York have held aloof from pushing the plan, 
although the United States. government and 
the Latin American governments looked 
upon it favorably, but there is every 2 
tion now that the opposition will disap 
within the next few months, and then, it 
is understood the plan looking to the es 
tablishmet ot the bank will be whipped 
into definite shape. 

David Kinley, dean of the graduate school 
of the University of Illinois and a recognized 
expert on financial and banking questions, is 
confident that a Pan-American bank win 
be established within a year or two, and is 
a firm believer in ite advantage. Mr. Kinley 
is now in Buenos Alres.

—through the free coinage of silver, or 
unlimited loans of legal tender notes by 
the national government. But the finan- 
cial fallacies which captivated the imag- 
inations of Kansans twenty years ego 
have been abjured by them. They have 
faded away under the soothing infinences 
of agricultural prosperity. 

The Kansas mortgages have been paid 
off. The deserted farms in the western 
part of the state have been reoccupied. The 
farmers, having been getting good prices 
for their crops during a series of years, 
have automobiles and bank deposits. No 
more cheap money for them. They have 
changed their views in other respects. 
In 1892, chafing under railroad rates on 
their products, they called for the owner 
ship and operation of railroads by the 
national government. Now they feel that 
they have the roads well in hand and that 
regulation meets the situation better than 
government ownership would. |

Object Road in Iowa. 

If perchance any Chicago motorists hit a 
western trall and cross the state of Iowa they 
will see plainly demonstrated the effects of 
ecdperation in the securing of good roads. 
This is ably demonstrated by ‘the river to 
river road, which now is rapidly becoming fa- 
mous throughout the land, and which blazes 
a wide trail from Davenport, on the Missis- 
sippi river, to Council Bluffs, on the Migsouri. 
It is nothing more or less than a dirt road 
380 mites in length, but it is a national object 
lesson in highway improvement. ‘This road 
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runs past Iowa City, Marengo, Grinnen 
Newton, Colfax, Des Moines, Adel, Guthrie 
Center, and Atlantic, and it sprang into fame 
when the recent Glidden tour passed Over it.

Aba! This is where fate played her trump 
card! She bad brought these women, in all 
their fluttering femininity, with all the ir eul- 
ture, secure in their charm, and serene in the 
power of their all pervading influence—she 
had brought them blindfolded up to that 
citadel of adamant, the government. with its 
Chinese wall, the constitution, knowing all 
the time that the gate thereof was locked 
and the key denied them by the law itself! 

But they were . in their igno- 
rance. They had yet to learn by experience. 
They had Influence! Woman's influence, 
they had been told for centuries, was the 
only real power there was. They would use 
their influence for this great new purpose. 

Woman's influence! It took fifty-five years 
in Massachusetts to gét a law passed giving 
mothers equal rights with fathers in their 
own children, the children they themselves 
had borne in bitter pain and travail. It took 
thirty years in Hlinois to get the same result. 
Woman's influence! But out in Colorado, 
where equal rights prevail, it was carried 
through with no labor at all. The women 
and the right minded men just cast their bal- 
lots In favor of equality and said nothing 
about woman's influence. Which is better, 
then, real power by which things are accom- 
plished or influence, as intangible as the va- 
por which arises from the morning dew?

How naturally, then, these women awoke 

from their pretty dream and faced the stern 
realities of life. Their boasted influence. 
the little fiction about “ the hand that rocks 
the cradle,” they found was but as cobwebs 
in their hands when real things were to be 
accomplished. They saw the difference be- 
tween ballroom ,courtesies and those of the 
legislative halls. The very man who will pick 
up a woman’s kerchief, hasten to open a door. 
assist her over a crossing with punctilioug 
ceremony, is just as likely as not to deny 
that same woman her inherent rights and 
hide. behind the sophistry of ¢hivairy or 
basely cheat her by Supreme court tactics 
and fulsome reasoning. 
Indeed, many a bill entered for equal rights 
has been made the occasion or burleaque 
and hilarity, the grave eolons, the custodians 
‘of the people's rights, themselves playing, 
unashamed, the harlequin and clown, turn4 
ing what should be the people’s sanctuary 
tnto an unhallowed theater of farce. 

This, then, is the secret of the onward 
rush of the suffragists.. They are being 
made continually by individual or class ex- 
perience, or both, while many protected and 
happy women, big in soul, have joined the 
ranks — for the rights of the oppressed 
among Sisters, to fight for the rights of 
little children, and for the uplift of humanity 
as a whole. 

The suffrage movement of today combines 
something of the aggressiveness and courage 
of the earlier movement; the crusade spirit, 
the religious fervor of the temperance move- 
ment, the culture and femininity of the club 
movement. It gives some hint of what the 
coming woman will be, strong, unswerving, 
reverent, cultured, Drave, yet truly femi- 
nine; a strong woman and a tender one. 
Not for her the devious and winding paths 
by which women formerly gained their ends; 
not for her to use influence where power can 
be exerted, for she disdeins to use the meth- 
ods by which influence gains its end. 

She will scorn to “wind a man around 
her little finger,“ to pull the wool over 
his eyes,” to rule “ by seeming to obey,” 
or to promise an obedience which is mere- 
ly a form.” She will scorn a double stand- 
ard of ethics whereby it is manly to do the 
straight thing, the open thing, while it is 
considered womanly to do the crooked, the 
underhanded thing, for this is surely what the 
wisdom of the world now teaches. 

She will rise to his standerd in ethics, 
be fair and square, while he will rise to her 
standard of morality, which is now higher 
than his own. Perhaps together they will 
dedicate themselves to their race in holiness 


A better day will dawn when men and women 
stand together upon the comnfon ground of 
ethics, morality, and citis¢hship..

UST a word of comfort for the belated 
mover who finds summer well advanced 
before he is able to have the lawn lev- 
eled off, the flower beds , and 


the seeds planted. He need not de- 


spair of having a fair showing of blossoms 
hefore cold weather if he knows what kinds 

& flowers to plant in August. 

The nasturtium never shows to better ad- 
vantage toward the end of the season than 
when planted on or about the th of August. 
The strong climbers are the only kind to 
consider planting at this time, and the soll 
must be light and thoroughly pulverized to 
insure rapid growth. If well watered and 
covered with newspapers, which must also 
be kept wet, the seed will germinate imme- 
diately and within a week after planting will 
send up two tiny leaves.

This task the com- 
mittee has performed, instituting a réform 
the most drastic which football yet has en- 


countered. 


Flying Tackle Removed. 

The dangers of the flying tackie were not 
difficult to remove since it was possible to 
remove the flying tackle itself without any 
effect whatever. upon any other play, as 
tackling is a separate feature of the game 
and hot connected or correlated with other 
playing systems. The committee simply has 
ruled that hereafter no player efiall tackle 
an opponent without having at the time at 
least one foot upon the ground. 

Princeton. ‘with the University of Chicago, 
proposed as-a remedy for massed interfer- 
ence an extension of rule 17 so as to require 
seven men of the offensive side to stand u 
the line of scrimmage and to prohlbit pla- 
erw Of this side from aiding the man carrying 
the ball or one another by hands, arms, or 
body, either in pushing or pulling, thus elim- 
inating the familiar spectacle of twenty years 
standing of a player being whirled through 
the line. After prolonged debate and consid- 
erable experimentation this proposition was 
adopted. 

It was obvious to the committee that this 
drastic change would reduce) the offensive 
strength of the game more than half. This 
6ondition the committee met by removing the 
restriction upon the forward pass and the 
quarter back run which hitherto has required 
‘each of these plays to be executed five yards 
distant from the center. The-effect,.of the 
second of these changes means the disap- 
| pedrance’of the position at quarter back, 
since und the new rules any back ma carry 
the ball ‘th the line at any point upon a 
snap direct from center. ~ | 


Quarters Instead of Halves. 

The investigation into the accidents of last 
tall disclosed the fact that many were due 
to exhaustion, This presents a condition 
that is beyond rule makers to remedy since 
it. develops wholly upon players, their cap- 
tain, coach, trainer. or medical sypervisor. 
The committee, towever, has aided these 
men in the performance of their duties by 
abolishing the famous halves ot football 
and’ substituting Instead four quarters of 
fifteen minutes’ duration, thereby reducing 
the playing time of n game,by ten minutes 
and giving two additional periods of rest. 
This is the custom of tbe Canadian game. 
In connection therewith the committee has 
provided that a player once removed may 
return once again to play. It is believed 
that this privilege will prevent a good man 
from playing to exhaustion rather than leave 
the game to which de cannot return. Nor 
is it new. ‘This also was in the o 
Rugby game and was. abolished until 
the convention of March F. 1890.

OME time ago Hollis W. Field con- 
tributed to the worker’s section 
of this paper an article on the gen- 
eral disturbance of a newspaper man's 
life, caused by legal holidays, which, 

because of his work, were never holidays to 
him, He wrote tm the secondary, genial 
mood, which comes Wiih a laugh after the 
first grouch of an annoying experience is 
over, when the humorcue side appears. And 
what he said was true. 

His worries, however, are light, if he but 
knew it. Why, after all. he could only muster 
eight or nine holidays which thus afflict 
him. There are only New Year's Lincoln's 
and Washington's birthdays, Memorial dey, 
Fourth of July, Labor day, Thanksgiving 
day, and Christmas, with possibly an elec- 
tion day thrown in for good measure. Truly 
he does not appreciate hie good fortune. A 
Uttle thing Uke that to make a fuss over. 
He ought to come to Mexico, and see what 
holidays really are, at least in number. 

For in maflafla land the foreigner has 
first of all his own holidays to celebrate, 
which he carefully commemorates as a kind 
of sacred duty, even though at times they. 
may bore him somewhat. But the English. 
the Canadians, the French, and the Germans 
all turn out to assist the Americans in their 
celebrations, and, as a consequence, he has 
to help them out when the king or keiser 
has a birthday, or on Dominion day or the 
Fourteenth of July, and others too numerous 
to waste space on, 

If the newspaper worker, getting up at 
noon, and wishing a new collar or the latest 
magazine, has carefully examined his calen- 
dar and found that the day is not one of the 
red blote which signify Mexican holidays, 
be is just as lable as not, wandering down 
the street, to discover that it is an Austrian 
or Spanish or Italian “ fiesta,’’ for which the 
obliging merchants have all el their 
shops.

The holidays of the Mexicans themselves 
are not, as some one has remarked, more 
frequent than the ordinary days. No, to be 
strictly accurate, I believe that less than 
one-half of the days in the Mexican calendar 
are holidays. But that is enough. Of course 
the “fiesta” days are not all equally Im- 
portant. Many of them only induce the mer- 
chant to close his store for half a day, while 
the more important take a full day and 
sometimes days beside to make good meae- 
ure and properly celebrate the occasion. 

A few of the principal Mexican holidays 
are: Jan. 1-6, Feast of La Epifania; Feb. 2, 
Feast of the Purification; Feb. 5, anniversary 
of the making of the Mexican constitution; 
Shrove Tuesday, Ash Wednesday: March 19, 
birthday of Juarez; Holy week (business en- 
tirely suspended for six days); April 2, an- 
niversary of the battie of Puebla; May 5, 
anniversary of the taking of Puebia; May 26, 
Corpus Christa; June 24, Feast of St. John 
the Baptist, the day when every pious Mex- 
ican takes a bath; June 29, Feast of St. Peter 
and St. Paul; Aug. 15, Feast of the Ascension; 
Sept. 8, Feast of the Ocean; Sept. 15, Presi- 
dent Diaz's birthday; Sept. 16, National In- 
dependence day; Nov. 1, All Saints’ day; 
Nov. 2, All Souls’ day; Dec, 8, Feast of the 
Immaculate Conception; Dec. 12, Feast of 
Guadaloupe, patron saint of Mexico; Christ- 
mas. 

There are others, many of them, but these 
wil do. As can be easily imagined, they 
make it difficult to transact business, cou- 
pled with the every day siesta from 12 to a, 
which every Mexican indulges in. Why 
work and fret anyway? If you can’t do it 
today. don’t worry. There's always a 
“‘mafiafia.” Do it tomorrow,” is the sign 
which really hangs over every Mexican door- 
way, and 80, perhaps, we ought not to object 
to their holidays. Possibly fewer holidays, 
more revolutions.

Models Necessary to the Artist. 

The artists themselves are so wrapped up in their 
work that to them a model is simply a means to 
an end. Our galleries would be devoid of the work 
of centuries of genius if the great masters had not 
had models to work from. They must have nature 
as it is. The greatest sculptor living cannot improve 
upon the work of the Creator. Without this basis, 
the work of the greatest genius would be fat and 
expressionless, yet these aids to the world-wide 
exhibits are held lowly in the esteem of many. 

The artist’s model must work along quietly and 
earnestly if she would be a success, letting few if 
any outsiders know of her occupation. The few 
who do know will readily understand and honer her 
for the assistance she renders the geniuses of the 
century. The few who comprehend this fact are al- 
most without exception Europeans who have de- 
scended from a long line of art lovers. The Ameri- 
an nation is too new to adjust itself to the artistic 
atmosphere and fully understand it. Germany has 
produced the world’s greatest physicians and sur- 
geons, and Italy and France lead in the matter of 
sculptors and painters because they make a thorough 
study of the human body, its beauty, and all that is 
essential to its preservation. 

The temptations of the model come from men who, 
not being artists, force their way into studios under 
the guise of talent and cause much disturbance among 
the students. Although the directors of the various 
art schools endeavor to conduct the institutions in 
an exemplary manner, undesirable students often get 
into the classes. These students are filled with curi- 
osity and as they posgess no marked talent, their 
deception is soon found out.

N Canada’s great northwest civilization is 
‘Marching with giant strides. And before 
its advance soon will disappear one of 
the dominion’s peculiar institutions—the 

Royal Northwest mounted police. 
The word has gone out from Ottawa 
Already that these frontier outposts will 
not be needed much longer. These sen- 
tinels of silénce,” as Agnes Deans Cameron has called 
them in her writings, will have no place in an order 
of things where silence no longer reigns, where the 
voices of settlers’ children break the stiliness of the 
prairies and the whistle of locomotives is heard far 

up into the north. 

To be sure, there has been a feeling of protest from 
mining camps, fur trading posts, and agricultural set - 
tlements, where as nowhere eise the services of the 
mounted police are appreciated at their true value. 
Ottawa has heard the voices from the west, but the 
government recognizes, and the people of new Can- 
ada also recognize, that a new day is dawning. The 
wilderness has been deposed and a new monarch is 
to rule. 

For there is small room for the stern, discipline 
bound autocrats the constables have been, once estab- 
lished communities fill the land.

Members enlist for five years’ service, and so great 
are the allurements of the wilderness and of the posi- 
tion that they generally return for a second term. To 
be eligible a man must de between 22 and 40 years 
old, of sound constitution, standing at least five feet 
eight inches high, and weiging not more than 175 
pounds. He will not gain in weight, either, in the 
se He must not be married. He gets 60 cents a 
day during the first term of enlistment, with a higher 
rate dangled before him for longer service or for win- 
ning a promotion—a rate running up to 81.28 or more.

Every Class Represented in Service. 
Por this salary these men give the best years of 
their lives to adventure, to the wilderness, and to the 
King. The recruits represent every class found in the

The doings of the troopers are recorded in the mem- 
ories of the dwellers in this far land rather than in 
ann official reports. Their duties are known—they do 
whatever they are told to do. But they are not given 

. to-verbosity in their reports and they have no public- 
ity bureau. The blue book in which the government 
at Ottawa put out the year’s data on the constables 
contains item after item in which, condensed into al- 
most codelike brevity, are revealed skeletons of dar-

I 
made Lac la Biche on New Tear's eve and secured a 
team of horses to carry me to Fort Saskatchewan; on 
Jan. 7 I handed over the charge.”
